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War Hysteria for Selfish Purposes 


There is little question in the minds of most of the people 
ef our country that much of this ‘‘war scare’’ stuff is propa- 
ganda that would benefit those who are engaged in industries 
that would reap huge profits by furnishing war materials and 
manufactured products. 

Coming from a similar source—in all probability—is the 
Propaganda referred to in the following editorial from the 
Ban Bernardino Sun: 

“California has not paid sufficient attention to the of- 
ficial suggestion that the aviation industry should move 
some of its plants away from the seaecoasts and to inland 
regions, preferably to the Tennessee valley. 

“The general suspicion is that governmental interests 
which seek to justify the huge expenditures and the social 
experiment in the rebuilding of the Tennessee valley re- 
gion want to establish industries there to provide employ- 
ment, even at the expense of other seetions of the coun- 


try. 

“War scares have been used throughout history to jus- 
tify actions with other motives than national defense. 

“Tf there is danger that the airplane factories of Cali- 
fornia could be bombed, then there is danger that Los An- 
geles, San Francisco and other cities of the Pacifie coast 
eould be wrecked by the navy or air fleet of an enemy na- 
tion. 

“And if there is such danger something would have 
been done or should have been done long ago. 

““California’s answer to the suggestions at Washing- 
ton is simple: If the Pacific coast is in danger of being 


bombed, then the United States government must provide 
adequate defenses. 
“Regions in California could be bombed only by an 


enemy that could establish an air base in Mexico or Can- 
ada or which had a fleet of sufficient size to protect air- 
plane carriers standing out at sea not more than 1,000 
miles. There is no potential enemy of the United States 
with a fleet sufficient to accomplish that purpose. 

“Tf any European or Asiatic nation attempts to estab- 
lish in Mexico an air base, the United States would destroy 
it, with or without the consent of Mexico. Canada would 
permit no such invasion and would invite the United States 
to aid in repelling the invaders, 

“The whole incident of proposing that airplant fac- 
tories be moved from California to the Tennessee valley 
smacks of war hysteria for a selfish purpose.’’ 

Those who are old enough to remember the propaganda that 
was spread throughout the nation preceding the World war 
have not yet forgotten that much of it was a ‘‘false alarm’’— 
many of the statements being absolutely false and put out for 
the sole purpose of stirring up the people to a frenzy that 
would rush the nation into war.. And it accomplished just that. 
However, it is not going to be such an easy thing to repeat in 
~,,the present instance. There are not many who are in favor of 
going across the water to fight the battles of other nations— 
_and there are very few who believe there is any danger—at 
least immediate danger—of this country being attacked by 
forces coming over here. 

Americans believe in preparedness—but not in unnecessary 
aggression in the matter of war. It was a costly lesson—in the 
less of many precious lives and billions of dollars—that we 
learned from developments following the ‘‘war to end war’’. 
That war was the main cause of conditions in our country to- 
day—and who wants a repeater right now? We had at least 
better wait until the nation recovers from the previous dose.

* Hoboes’ Convention 


Once more the hobo leaders hit the road, riding the rods 
in response to the eternal urge for nomad travel. Their 31st 
annual ‘‘convention’’, held in Cleveland, is over. Curiously, 
the major concern of convention chiefs was fear that the pro- 
fessional ‘‘bo’s’’ proud identity would be submerged in the 
enormous army of drifting men and women who have lost home 
and job and are wanderers by necessity and not by choice. 

That hobo concern seems whimsical. Yet there is some- 
thing deadly serious to California stressed by the hobo atti- 
tude. Drawn by the magic name of California, hundreds of 
thousands of desperate men and women have invaded _ this 
etate in the last few years, searching for jobs and_ security. 
They have registered in order to qualify for citizenship relief 
benefits. Enfranchised but jobless, they are, understandably, 
willing followers of every visionary pied piper who promises 
employment of any sort. 

A sobering illustration of the potential threat to California 
prosperity of a ‘‘job vote’’ that may control eleetions is provid- 
ed today in the Garrison Bond Act, once more before the leg- 
islature. It would place in the hands of the vote-seeking dem- 
agogue the power to plunge state, counties, cities and districts 
into unlimited revenue bond debts by merely persuading a bare 
majority of the voters that the bond projects would create pay- 
rolls. 

To be sure, the Garrison Bond Act was roundly defeated at 
last year’s election. And, aware of the expressed will of the 
electorate, the legislature certainly should vote it down. But 
the dangerous circumstance so graphically emphasized by the 
hoboes at their convention remains. Tax-paying citizens who 
have built California must protect California solvency by main. 
taining zealously every public safeguard, such as the two-thirds 
vote requirement on revenue bonds, against the menace of debt 
ruin which might well follow if the state’s floating population 
and its unemployed were placed in position to dominate state 
elections.
